returns. - It is, of course, a conclusion. not 
warrantei by the mortality statistics. We 
eee very little difficulty in accounting for the 
fact thet the consua shows a great exccas 
of womori. Emigration is certainly the 
most important faetor in the problam. 
During. tho past fivo yeara the -average 
annual number of British emigrants has 
boen well over 300,000, We have no statis- 
tics at hand showing tho’ propostion of 
females to males among the emigrants, but 
we do not think we should be far wrong in 
hazarding’ the opinion that male emigrants 
represént at least 75 par cant. Thon, again, 
we have to bear in mind the fact that 
among this great oxcess of women which 
the census rovenla ato ‘the wives of 
thousands of men on the high seas and in 
ports in all parts of the world, on British 
warships nnd on merchant vessels; thore 
are, too, the wives of perhaps thousands of 
British soldiers ‘temporarily on foreign 
service; and, again, these “surplus women” 
include the wives of thousands o€ mon who 
are engaged in commercial or industrial 
enterprises in tropic regions--women who 
are home, possibly, to watch over the 
education of their sons and daughters, or 
for reasons of health, When these con- 
siderations are before ua they minimise to a 
considerable extent theaeriousness of the pro- | 
blem. Still, this is not sufficient to dispose 
of tho problem entirely, and one of the first 
results of the publication of the figures as 
been to havo public nttention directed to 
female. emigration o the only feasible 
The surplus 
women are informed that in ‘nearly 
all the Hritish Dominions over the sea 
there-is an exceaa of males, and women 
immigrants are warmly weleomed, Un- 
fortunately, as one writer romarke, women 
who have been accustomed to the relatively 
eaay life of the old country shrink: from in- 
curring the hardships whith have to be 
encountered in a country which ia new. It 
thorefore seems that if fomale emigration is 
to be conducted on atall » large scale, the 
organisors of the movement must begin 
with young children. Already some atpps 
have becu taken to train young girls in 
domestic service with a view to sending 
them to the Colonies. There is certainly an 
eager demand for them in all the large |, 
colonie#, and ‘the striking aunouncement

FIRST OFFICER CHARGED WITH 
NEGLECT OF DUTY. 


LEAVES THK. BRIDGE TO QUABTERMASTER, 


A Court of Lnquiry was held at the} 


Harbour Office yesterday into charges of 
misconduct against W. McGheo, first. affi- 
cer of the 3.8, Kumehow. The Court 
was constituted. as follows: ‘Commander 
Beckwith, R.N., President; Lieut. C. E. 
Stainer, R.N., H.M.8. Tamar; Mr, E. 
J,-Tadd, master of the a.s, Latsang; Mr. 
J. W. Evans, master of tha Hazmun; 
and Mr. A., W. Stewart, master of the 
8.8. Antilochus. i 

Captain Martin, of the 's.s, Kumchaw, 
read the entry from his log book report- 
ing that .on August 23rd, while Mr. 
MeGhee was on’ watch, he went on. tho 
bridge ut 12.35 a.m, and found the firet 
officer missing. He searched tho, ship 
with the’ assistance of the second officer 
and ultimately found him in the third 
engineer's cabin, which was locked. He 
wag drinking. whisky when he found him. 
He considered it dangerous that the first 


officor ‘should leave the bridge in 
such a locality. He also read his. 
letter to the’ Harbour Master ask- 


ing for an inquiry. Mr. McGhee hed 
been on the ship seven weake and had 
made three voyages, That was the only| 
occasion on which Mr. McGhee had been 
logged. Witness then detailed the events 
of that morning, and in ‘reply to his 
Worship.said it was not customary for 
the first officer to leave the bridge when 
an watch. In his opinion McGhee was 
not sober when he discovered him th the 
third engineer’s room. He sent him to 
hia room and put him off duty. Witness 
had had trouble with MeGhce a week 
before at Saigon. | : 

Witness, in reply f questions from the 
Court, said he came up ‘that night be- 
cause he was suspicious of the chief offi-: 
cor. 

Mr- W. C. Ramsey, second officor of 
the AKaumehow, stated that on the 22nd 
August he took watch from 8 to 12 p.m. 
He received special instructions concern- 
ing the first officer, and when tho latter 
took the bridge he was quite sober. He 
assisted the captain to make a search for 
the first officer when. ho was missing, and 
they found him in the third engineer’s 
room. -He then appeared ‘to be sober. 

In answor to the Court the witness 


quite capable of taking his watch, 

A’Chinese quartermaster said on the 
date named the first officer told him to keep 
watch. It was the first time he had ever 
kept watch. The chief officer had been 
away about a quarter of an hour when 
the captain camo up. There was nothing 
in sight at the time. ;

THE EXECUTED ‘GENERALS. 


GENERAL LI'B PLEA oF JUSTIFICATION, 


Following is a translation of a further 
telegram from General Li Yuan Hung, 
tho Vice-President, in justification of his 
action in connection with the execution 
of the two Generals’ at Peking :-— 


“To President, Yuan, th i

“‘fince our Republic’ is still in i 
infancy, it is'a matter of oxtrome dnd 
paramount importance that all tailitary 
men should strive to promote and secure 
the welfare of their country and to pro- 
serve and maintain the namv‘and reputa- 
tion which they have won in the work of 
the Reyolution.. Wuchang, the bdirth- 
place of tho new reyime, bears and holds 
an exceptional relation to the general 
weal of 'the Nation ; and theréfore we can- 
not permit the recurrence of further 
outbreaks and disturbances in tho region 
whoreof the City is the centre, Chang 
Chon-wu had been persiatontly trying. to 
seduce the soldiors. from their Joyalty and 
to ally himself with local raffians in order 
to overthrow the Government of tho Re- 
public, and also openly to commit himself 

: Loe seal a of unlawful acts, 
With a body of evil-eminded men, be was 
at the head of and was responsible for 
the .grave and menacing disturbances 
which lately spread alarm among the 
inbabitants of Wuchang. In, view of 


during the Rovolution, I did all that 
reason and prudence: dictated in order 
to overlook and condone their acts of 
crime. I have done more. Not once, but 
repeatedly I telegraphed to President 
Yuan recommending, not without force, 
that Chang should be appointed one of 
the advisers in the President’s Office and 
a special Commissioner in charge of 
reclamation in Manchuria, 1 also asked 
Prosidont: Yuan to assign him a suitable 
salary, and also to show him _ special 
courtesy. All -this i 
account of his former morits, and nothing 
was left undone to compensate him for his 
past services. 

“Po our groat amazement, Chang and 
others, instead of appreciating. what had 
been done for them, and ‘without per- 
mission from Peking, came back to 
Wuchang, and used all ways and means 
to foment: and create trouble and .dis- 
order. Not infrequontly did they 
demand as much as $100,000—the sinew 
and blood of our people—which they 
simply squandered according to thir 
whims and. fancies in Shanghai and 
elsewhere. ‘Nor only that: with this 
money they succeeded in rallying around 
them armies of unprincipled men who 
wero strategically placed in different 
places, and wore ready to break out at 
any time, They availed themselves of the 
casy and open transportation of the 
Peking-Hankow Railway, and pretended 
that they were labouring for the good of 
the Republic. Every move of theira was 
watched by the people with suspicion and 
horror. In vain did I try to convert 
Chang and his men, and to pacify the 
people: truly, Chang’s actions provoked 
both God and men. 


“Recently a telegram was sent to 
persuade him to go to Peking in the hope 
that he might undertake to butter himself 
and to ast his heart on good and noble 
works. Nevertheless, he was stil] bent 
upon making plots openly to overthrow 
the Republican Government. If I had 
continued to suffer his rebellious actions 
in a patient way, who knows what havoc 
Chang and his men would have wrought 
in China? ‘Thus, I was compelled ‘by 
circumstances to telegraph President 
Yuan,, requesting hiin to order Chang 
and his accomplice: Fang-wei immediately 
to be arrested and deait with according 
to martial jaw. This step was taken 
because the preservation of the general 
peace and the welfare of, our’ country 
demanded it. : a

OHINA’S LAST DANGER. 


No ono is inclined to make adverse 
comments about the Salvation Army | 
just at present. The universal desire is 
to warmly praise the real goodness .of 
motive that underlay ol} the. work of 
tho ‘late-Goneral Booth, and to acknow- 
ledge that the sum of: its. merits far 
outweighed the aggregate of its defects. 
We find oursclves,in perfect agroement 
with Mr. Bramwell Booth when he says 
that thore is still plenty of -work to be 
dono by the Army in the lowest strata of 
European society, but we note with some 
considerable alarm hie ‘further statement 
that China is tobe. the next field “ol | 
operations, We may take it, perliaps, that 
ithis is a hasty declaration, and that _be- 
fore adventuring on euch a task Mr, 
Booth would take counsel with men who 
have some knowledge of China and the |’ 
Chinese. We can hardly doubt, that, if 
such precautionary consultations were 
not sought voluntarily, the representa- 
tives of the Government would very 
strongly and earnestly ondcavour to per- 
suade Mr, Booth to beware of excessive, 
misdirected zeal. There are, of course, a 
very considerable number of comparative- 
ly well informed men who regard China 
as o nation of semi-harbarians. Always 
we find ourselves inclined to - smile 
derisively -when we recall the naive 
admission of the Rev. Lord William Cecil 
that when he ‘came to China to lay the 
foundations of o new missionary enter- 
prise, he’ wag preatls amazed to meet a 
number of highly cultured and striking. 
ly intellectual Chinese genflemen. Lf 
he had gone no farther than Singapore 
we could have introduced him to a few 
men whose knowledge, scholarship, and 
montal grasp would be difficult to 
surpass in the West, and we could have 
showo him one or two men whose com- 
‘mercial acumen would match tho best 
thet is to be met with in the city of 
London... No good can ba done to China 
by anyone who is unaware, or reluctant 
to acknowledge, that there is in that 
country: a civibisation and an intel- 
lectualism ‘vastly older, and in many 
respects vastly more subtle, than the West 
possesses, It is different from that with 
which we are fomiliar—so different that 
comprehension between the two peoples 
js hard to attain, The most enlightened 
men in China realize this and: are not 
ashamed to ask a man like Dr, Morrison 
to serve as ‘their adviser ond guide on 
some of the problems, that are Tikely to 
arise. But how few of our people who 
appreciate and spplaud that appoint- 
mont are aware that thore is just as much 
need of a great and experienced China- 
man to advise Sir Edward Grey in London 
as there is for o great- and experienced 
Englishman to adviso. Yuan-Shth-Kai in 
Peking! There is modesty and wisdom 
in the Chinese acknowledgment that they 
need help. Can we be quite sure that 
there is not folly in our Western assump- 
tion that we need none? 

It would be a mad, mad businces to let 
loose a throng of militant BSalvationists 
Even the’ trained missionaries 
sent to that country, and cautioned not 
to arouse popular antagonism by rash 
assaults on popular prejudice or supor- 
stition are a sotreo, of  ‘conatant 
anxiety to diplomatists. . Those who 
have the. greatest success. are the quiet 
reasonera who know how to touch. the 
intellect of the Chineso, which is a vastly 
mora important factor then their emo- 
tions. In any white man’s country the 
Salvationists have a foundation to work 
upon. Their teaching is almost undenom- 
jnational, hence they are able to appeal 
to al) who at any part of their life have 
“under-any—kind—of Christian—in- 
fluence. In: China there would: be no |’ 
similar foundation to work upon, and 
thero would be o total dissimilarity of 
‘thought, leading almost inevitably to 
gross insults to things which the Chineso 
cherish moat reverentiy. This would 
lead to violence and outrage, ‘and well 
moaning, meddlesome ond _ ignorant 
Salvationists would be martyred, with 
heaven knows what consequences to the 
peace of ‘China and tho tone of its 
Telations to the rest'of the world, This 
must, be avoided. If the Chinese were 
strong enough, it is quise probable that 
they would deny right-of “entry to Salya- 
tionists. As, for tue. present, they are 
politically weak, the couniry to which 
‘ir, Bramwell ‘Booth belongs must save 
them trom teeling their impotency to 
prevent an invasion provocative of grave 
unrest, ‘this view ia not antagonistic to 
real mission work, and we do not think 
that: reformed, republican China wilh be 
as hostile to,such work ea the old China 
of unshaken ‘prejudices. Gradually the 
spread of Western ideas in matters of 
politics and in material affairs is pre- 
paring the ground for @ vast expansion 
of tho best kind of missionary. offort., 
The Chinese are clever enough to say 
among themselves: ‘The railwoya are 
ood;: these carts which run without 
forse or man sre good also; these doctors 
betser than any of our!

on high authority. that synthetic ‘rubber 


had, after many failures, ; 
within the radius of commercial pos- 
sibilities, it is not too much 


planters throughout, 
the Empire, Tropical : 
been ond is full of romance, sometimes 
of triumph, sometimes of tragedy,. for 
the Briton: synthetic rubber which 
should successfully challenge the supre- 
macy of the natural product would. bo 
disaster in the very hour of: proud 


achiovement—a disgeter for. which it 


would perhaps be impossible to find'’a 
paratlel. Rubber growing in tho last 
dozen or Gftcen years has become 
tropical British industry of vast poten- 
tiatity: in it are invested many millions 
of British capital; to it thousands of 
men have turned for the business of their 
lives; its collapse would spell trouble to 
thousands more whose interest is leas im-, 
mediate but: none the less renl. By tho 
time. theso lines appear. in print the 
planter, the investor, the machinery 
manufacturer, ajl whom it may concern, 
will have been welt assured that.; for'a 
good many years to come synthetic rub- 
ber is no menace, and long. before the 
chemist is ready with his economic sub- 
stitute, rubber production from the 
plantations will be able to.meet all com- 
petition, synthetic: or other. 


Comparatively few people realise what 
a British ‘industry rubber growing has 
become. ‘The truth is that -plantation 
rubber, but for which rubber might be 
worth 153. or morte per pound to-day, 
is primarily British. -I¢ owed its incep- 
tion to British foresight and enterprise, 
and though the 'Aimericana in Sumatra, 
the Dutch in Java, the French in Cochin- 
China, the Germans in East Africa, the 
Brazilians in their own Amazon Valley, 
the Belgians in the Congo all bave 
become rubber growers, as distinct from 
rubber gatherers and rubber merchants, 
they are mercly olecting to reap in a 
field in which the, Briton was the first 
to sow. What to ‘most of ug appears to 
have come along, according a8 we may 
have profited by it or Jost, like a good 
fairy or o thief in the night, is really 
8, quite remarkable instance of official 
anticipation. ~ The | Governmenk | of 
India’ ‘seems to: have had its eyes very 
Wide, open as long ago os the early 
‘seventies to tho future importance of 
rubber. Yet there’ were no motor cars 
in hose’ days to quicken intelligence. 
Somewhere about 1872 the Government 
of India bad its attention drawn. to the 
Ficus elastica of Assam. An officer was 
appointed to report as to the numbers 
and the condition of the trees and the 
possibility of preserving them from tho 
yuthless hand of the prospector. 
the result the Commissioner for Assam 
| was’ ordered to star on experimental 
station, and the Forest Department took 
special steps to pe tho Ficus in its 
native state. That these measures were 
no mere episode, but put of. a well-de- 
fined policy, is clear from the ‘fact that: 
in 1876 Bir Clements Markham, then at 
the India Office, took the momentous stop 
which was. to revolutionise British trapt- 
cal agriculture. Sir Josoph Hooker, at 
Kew was known to be anxious to secure 
seeds of the Para tree, Hevea Brasiliensis, 
from the Amazon forest. Sir Clements 
‘Markham secured the servicca of Mr, H.. 
A. Wickham, who was commissioned to 
undertake the hazardous duty of collect- 
-ing- and ‘bringing—away_socd 
native habitat of the best de aera 
tree in the world, Brazil knew the trea- 
sure Nature had planted in her midst, 
and Mr, Wickham performed his dolicate 
task only by a combination of ‘courage 
and good fortune. The story of how Mr. 
Wickham, who happily is stall 9 familiar 
figure at the Royal Colonial Institute, 
carriod out the commission of the Indian 
Government was told: concisely last year, 
when ho was presented with a handsome 
testimonial by grateful ‘planters at! the 
Rubber Exhibition. Mr, Norman Grieve, 
on’ behalf of ‘the Rubber Growers Asso- 
ciation, mentioned ‘how Wickham seized 
the, opportunity of chartering the 
Amazonas, a trading steamer © whose 
Superrareite had, fortunately. for the 
rubber industry, bolted with the loot and 
left an angry captain and empty ship; 
how, he collected Hever seeda in the 
dense Brazilian forest and had them con- 
veyed by natives to the ateamer; how he 
succeeded in running the gauntlet ot the 
ee of departure for England; how the 
ew. authorities received those pricéless 
i: perishable seeds during the night, 
andhad them planted out, and how the 
youthful: ancestors of a mighty forest
